THE boundaries of the Louisiana pur- 


chase were as follows: Beginning at 
the mouth of the Sabine river, in Texas, 
it followed that stream to about the thir- 
ty-second carallel; thence to the Bed riv- 
er, which ft followed to the southwest 
corner of what is now Indian Territory ; 
thence north to the Arkansas river, 
which it followed to the Bocky mount- 
ains : thence along the Bocky mount- 
ains to the twenty-ninth meridian from 
Washington; thenca along the same 
meridian to the forty-second parallel, 
and along the same parallel to the Pa- 
cific ocean, the coast of which it followed 
to the British possessions. The posses- 
sions of Great Britain formed the north- 
ern boundary to a point a little east of 
the eighteenth meridian, and thence to 
the Mississippi river, which formed the 
eastern boundary, to the Out! of Mexico. 
From the Louisiana purchase have been 
formed entirely or in part the States ot 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Missouri, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Kansas, Nebraska, Oregon, 
Colorado and the Territories of Wash- 
ington, Wyoming, Montana, Idaho, Da- 
kota and part of Indian Territory.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 30. 


Editors Republican: I have just 


returned from the cemetery at Ar- 
lington, and thought perhaps a few 
words about the place would be in- 
teresting to your readers who have 
never had an opportunity of visiting 
it, and especially to those who have 
loved ones buried there. 


Arlington House, from 1802, was 


the home of George Washington 
Parke Cnstis, the adopted son of 
Gea Washington; and in later years 
of Gen. Lee till 1861, who came in 
possession of it through his wife, 
who was a daughter of Mr. Cnstis. 
It is on the.Virginia shore of the 
Potomac, on the summit of a hill 200 
feet above the river. It is about 
four miles from the capital; contains 
more than 1,000 acres, 200 of which

etery. In 1863 it was sold under the 
confiscation act, and in 1864 was 
taken possession of by the govern- 
ment. 


The cemetery was formally estab- 


lished in 1867, and there in that 
beautiful place, beautiful almost be- 
yond description, 11,276 of our bravo 
men find n resting place. They were 
gathered from many a battle field in 
Virginia and the hospitals in Wash- 
ington. Of this number 7,199 are 
known, and their names are carved 
on a small white marble slab. 4,077 
are unknown. 


A short distance from the mansion 


is a large granite monument, sur- 
mounted by cannon and balls. In- 
scribed on it are these words: "Be- 
neath this stone repose 2,111 un- 
known, gathered from the fields of 
Bull Run and the route to the Rap- 
pahauock. Their names could not 
be identified, but their numbers and 
deaths are recorded in the archives 
of the country, and its grateful citi- 
zen* honor them RB of its noble army 
of martyrs.'' 
In the rear of the 


mansion is an amphitheater, capable 
of holding 5,000 people. 
It was 


erected in 1878 to be used in the an- 
ual ceremonies on Decoration Day. 
The procession formed to-day at 12 
o'clock in front of the Arlington 
Mansion, headed by the Marine 
Band, and marched to the tomb of 
the unknown, where, halting, a sol- 
emn dirge was played, after which 
the procession separated and pro- 
ceeded with the decoration, the band 
rendering appropriate selections. In 
walking among the graves I noticed 
quite a number in one place with 
only a board to mark the spot, and 
no flowers upon the graves. Upon 
examination I saw the word "Rebel." 
That explained it all. In the north- 
ern part of the enclosure are buried 
between four and five thousand col- 
ored troops, thus making nearly 16,- 
900 buried at Arlington. 


I thought to-day, not so much 


about those who sleep in that silent 
city, but of the thousands all over 
this land who are still weeping and 
mourning for those who fell in de- 
fense of their country. Surely

voices.
